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Mississauga’s Black community engages to transform policing roles

Inform. Collabo- 
rate. Mobilize. 

That’s how Linden 
King. the inaugural 
Chair of Mississauga’s 
Black Caucus de- 
scribed the virtual 
meeting held May 27 
with 150 stakehold- 
ers. 

Referencing recom- 
mendations con- 
tained in the Jan. 
2019 report of Justice 
Michael Tulloch, Lin- 
den says, “We are 
here to transform the 
role of policing in 
communities — We 
must find a way to 
build trust and allevi- 
ate tension.” 

More than 150 peo- 
ple joined in the 
meeting and breakout 
rooms, and remained 
through a series of a 
dozen speakers and 
panellists on pithy 
topics and into break- 
out rooms. 

More than 150 peo- 
ple were still in the 
meeting nearly three 
hours later. 

Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie commented, 
“Tonight’s Black 
Community Engage- 
ment session on 
policing was raw and 
candid. There’s a lot 
of hurt & pain. Black 
Community members 
say they need to see 


more police account- 
ability in order for 
there to be trust & 
confidence. Well 
have more on this in 
our fall report.” 

It was an extra long 
day for Mayor Crom- 
bie, and the six Coun- 
cillors who flanked 
her, taogether with 
Region of Peel and 
Peel Regional Police 
staff who started an 
early day at Peel Re- 
gional Council. 

Regional Council 
adopted a motion to 
declare anti-Black 
Racism as a crisis, in 
the context of one- 


year anniversary 
events of anti-Black 
racism protests 


against deaths in the 
course of police ar- 
rests of George Floyd 
in Minneapolis and 
Regis Korchinski-Pa- 
quet in Toronto. 
Other initiatives to 
enact the motion in- 
clude engaging Black 
communities to ad- 
dress racial inequities 
related to COVID-19; 
providing funds to 
mental health/hous- 
ing/harm reduction 
programming to sup- 
port marginalized 
groups, including the 
Black community, 
through __ Regional- 
funded programs; en- 


suring Black 
led/Black serving so- 
cial agencies in Peel 
are funded equitably 
through the Regional 
funding mechanisms; 
and requesting that 
local municipalities 
collaborate with the 
Region to carry out 
anti-racism public ed- 
ucation. 

These issues are 
topics which will be 
consulted in the bal- 
ance of a total of six 
sessions under the 
Mississauga Black 
Community Engage- 
ment. 

Reports generated 
from the proceedings 
will be presented at 
Council in fall 2021. 

Moderator Claudia 
McKoy, founder of 
UpSurgence Consult- 
ing, summarized 
shaping the future of 
policing as a collabo- 
rative ‘detasking’. 

Technology and 
data mapping can be 
put to use not to iden- 
tify hot-spot areas 
which reflexively 
called for enforce- 
ment and increased 
surveillance of police, 
but also to flag where 
communities of need 
would be __ better 
swerved with care 
and services, preserve 
civil liberties and in- 


vite more creative 
community policing. 

“We need to trans- 
form and transcend 
inherent biases and 
discrimination that 
persistently have neg- 
atively have impact 
on Black communi- 
ties,” says Claudia. 

Peel Region social 
data shows more than 
120,000 people iden- 
tify as Black in 1.5 
million residents. 

Governance of the 
Peel Police Services 
Board, the civilian 
oversight body to Peel 
Regional Police, and 
the legislative process 
for committees are a 
steep learning curve 
and a source for frus- 
tration. 

Peel District School 
Board Trustee for 
Brampton, Kathy Mc- 
Donald, voiced her 
concerns. 

“Given the fact that 
African, Black and 
Caribbean make up a 
disportionately larger 
proportion of the PRP 
clientele, I think it’s a 
no brainer that if truly 
committed to makin 
real meaningfu 
change then we 
should have a perma- 
nent seat on the PRP 
Board. The _ seat 
should be reserved for 
someone from our

community who un- 
derstand anti-Black 

Making such a 
change requires a reg- 
ulation from the So- 
licitor General of 
Ontario, as appoint- 
ments to the Board 
fall under provincial 
jurisdiction. 

Historically, only 
one Black civilian 
member has sat on 
PRP Board. Norma 
Nicholson, RN was 
Vice-Chair during her 
term running 2014- 
2018. 

Dave Bosveld, a 
Black community ac- 
tivist and co-founder 
of the Black Educa- 
tion Fund suggested a 
workaround to chan- 
nel Black community 
input for considera- 
tion at the Peel Police 
Services Board. 

“Until the Solicitor 
General amends the 
appointment process, 
in the interim the 
Mayors and the PPS 
Board can support 
forming the anti 
Black racism advisory 
panel so our Black 
voice speeds up the 
needed systemic 
change.” 

Given that the May- 
ors responded quickly 
in 2020 to declare 
anti-Black racism a 


crisis, Dave is more 
than hopeful an Advi- 
sory Board is a near- 
immediate 
possibility. 

As PWN goes to 
press, we learn that 
Brampton Mayor 
Patrick Brown sent a 
letter dated June 9, 
2021, to Solicitor 
General, Hon. Sylvia 
Jones, to convey his 
support for a request 
conveyed on behalf of 
the Brampton 
Mayor’s Black Advi- 
sory Committee. 

The Mayor re- 
quested the Solicitor 
General encourage an 
equity-based ap- 
proach includin 
members of the Blac 
diaspora in making 
future appointments 
to the Peel Police 
Services Board. 

In the letter, Mayor 
Brown said, “Our 
Black community has 
been vocal about the 
need to increase their 
economic, social and 
cultural impact in the 
City...there is historic 
under-representation 
on the Peel Police 
Services Board with 
only one member 
having served who is 
Black.” 
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Driving then and now — time to teach drivers a harsh truth

I obtained my driver’s license 
when I was 16, and within the first 
week of having it, I learned a valu- 
able lesson by getting my very first 
ticket. 

Early on a winter morning, I was 
driving several kids to hockey 
practice, and with no traffice in 
sight, I did not come to acomplete 
stop at a red light making a right- 
hand turn. 

A short time (and $55) later, I 
was sent on my way by a vigilant 
officer. 

I clearly did not learn much, as I 
continued with the odd ticket well 
into my 30's. Drinking and driv- 
ing in my day was not so frowned 
upon — it was not uncommon to 
leave a bar or partry having a few 
too many. 

In those days, I lived in a small 
town north of Brampton, and it 
was not uncommon to meet the 
local police in the parking lot as 
we were leaving the bar at closing 
time. 


We would be asked by name 
how we were, and we would tell 
the officers (our friends on the 
same baseball and hockey teams) 
that we were going for pizza and 
heading to a local park. 

About half an hour later, they 
would look in on us, and after a 
while would encourage us to go 
home, with a warning to go slow 
— and they actually followed us 
home on most occasions. 

It was and had that small town 
feeling.,. like Mayberry or Wal- 
ton's Mountain. 

This all came to a crashing halt 
in 1978, when local tragedies in- 
volving traffic fatalities made 
news all over Ontario and Canada, 
with a few right in our hometown. 

The good times were over. 

Many discussions happened 
over the next few months, and 
some of my friends were charged 
with drunk driving — that's what 
they called in back then. It really 
hit home with me when some kids 
I had coached that year were in a 
bad accident coming home from a 
Lacrosse game in Owen Sound. 

One kid was killed in the acci- 
dent and another died a few weeks 
later in hospital. 


The town was shattered. We all 
spoke of our part in the drinking 
and driving atmosphere and how 
it had to change. 

It is my belief the culture has 
changed quite a bit, but not 
enough until we have no one leav- 
ing a bar or party under the influ- 
ence and driving. No one can rest 
easy until that point — the 
amount of deaths that have hap- 

ened due to drivers under the in- 

uence of alcohol and now drugs 
remains unacceptable. 

As for today's drivers, red light 
and stop sign cameras are the an- 
swer to slowing down reckless be- 
haviour and building back our 
debt-ridden province. 

As far as I'm concerned, we 
should be getting as much money 
out of our drivers who do not fol- 
low the rules as we can, and get 
tougher in more areas, such as 
noise and speeding concerns. 

If you race a vehicle on any 
street or highway and threaten the 
welfare of innocents, take away 
the car and sell it to pay off the 
fine. 

I hope that last paragraph 
sounded cruel, because it’s meant 
to!

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Town grapples with gypsy moth infestations

A rise in gypsy 
moth infestations in 
both Bolton and 
Palgrave has led 
Town of Caledon 
councillors to ap- 
prove emergency 
funding and an ac- 
tion plan to address 
the problem. 

Town Council 
made the decision 
at their June 4 regu- 
lar meeting to allo- 
cate $100,000 in 
emergency funding 
to manage a rise in 
infestations on 
Town land, as well 
as direct staff to 
bring an action plan 
forward to address 
the elevated num- 
bers of infestation 
sightinga and re- 
ports. 

In a statement last 
week, thw Town 
said it had received 
and addressed 79 
infestation sightings 
and reports within 
the municiaplity, 
buoyed by a number 
of egg masses found 
on oak trees in 
Town parks located 
in the Bolton and 
Palgrave __ Estates 


neighbourhoods. 

Town officials said 
that staff have been 
directed to develop 
an action plan for 
the issue, which will 
be presented to 
Council on July 7 
for consideration, as 
spraying infected 
trees with the BTK 
chemical treatment 
will not be effective 
this year due to ex- 
pectations on moth 
densities being 
lower last year, as 
no spraying was 
planned for the 
2021 season. 

"T understand the 
impact that (gypsy) 
moths have had on 
our residents, and I 
share their frustra- 
tion," said Mayor 
Allan Thompson. 
"This is why we're 
asking staff to in- 
vestigate other av- 
enues to control the 
spread of (gypsy) 
moths, and further 
educate residents 
about how to handle 
the infestation on 
their property." 

The impacted 
trees in Town parks 


were monitored for 
rate of canopy defo- 
liation (health of the 
tree) and egg mass 
density (indicates 
severity of the infes- 
tation), and egg 
mass scraping and 
spraying were done 
on the affected 
trees, 

The Town said its 
goal would be to 
discourage multiple 
year destruction of 
Town owned trees 
to ensure overall 
tree canopy health. 

The staff report 
planned to be pre- 
sented on July 7 will 
include an action 
plan for the remain- 
der of 2021 and 
2022 for a more ex- 
tensive investiga- 
tion and 
monitoring, in- 
creased egg mass 
scraping, tree band- 
ing and Btk spray- 
ing as well as an 
education plan.

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The awful and bitter truth regarding Canada’s Residential school shame

The tragic discov- 
ery of the remains of 
215 children in the 
compound of an old 


residential school 
building in Kam- 
loops, British Colum- 
bia, came to light late 
last week. 

The awful and bit- 
ter truth that has 
been happening 
since the 19th cen- 
tury to the 1970s has 
shaken the souls of 
Canadians all over. 

Native Canadian 
children were 
forcibly brought to 
residential schools 
on government or- 
ders to forget their 
culture and religion 
to adopt a new reli- 
gion, a new culture 
and a new language. 

Not only were these 
Indigenous Native 
Indians children sys- 
tematically raped, 
mutilated and killed 
by the authorities 
under the guise of 
imparting education 
to them, but this un- 
natural act was car- 
ried out by the 
governments in col- 
laboration with prac- 
tical churches and 
educational institu- 
tions. 

It is a bitter truth 
that at different 
times there has been 
genocide of Canada's 
true sons and daugh- 


ters, the Indigenous 
people, in every way. 

It ranges from 
genocide in the name 
of reforming children 
to eradicating their 
culture. 

A new report from 
the Canadian Senate 
was. released last 
week that shed fur- 
ther light. According 
to the report, sterili- 
zation of Aboriginal 
women's wombs is 
nota thing of the past 
but continues today. 

The report did not 
specifically state how 
many women had to 
endure the tragedy of 
abortion. 

To date, no investi- 
gation has been con- 
ducted to assess the 
damage done. In 
2015, the Truth and 
Reconciliation Com- 
mission made 94 rec- 
ommendations, but 
the scope of the com- 
mission's investiga- 
tion was narrow. 

The Harper gov- 
ernment did not pro- 
vide the commission 
with the documents 
needed for the inves- 
tigation. The mem- 
bers of the 
commission were not 
even given time to 
meet the Prime Min- 
ister or other offi- 
cials. 

There was a glim- 
mer of hope when 
the Liberal govern- 
ment came to power, 
as Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau 
promised to imple- 
ment all 94 recom- 
mendations, with 
tears in his eyes 


when the report was 
released. 

This was followed 
by a long period of 
breach of promise, 
which may or may 
not include the case 
of Indigenous Liberal 
Minister Jody Wil- 
son. 

The report on miss- 
ing Indigenous 
women was released 
in 2019, four years 
later. After the news 
of the mass grave hit 
major media outlets, 
more plans to ad- 
dress the situation 
were announced im- 
mediately. The ma- 
jority of Indigenous 
leaders are not happy 
with the plan. 

In Canada and the 
United States, New 
Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, abuses against 
Indigenous peoples 
have taken place and 
continue to take 
place today. 

For example, the 
newly arrived Euro- 
pean rulers in the 
United States carried 
out more than 1,500 
attacks on Native 
Americans in order 
to destroy their con- 
nection with their 
homeland. 

When Columbus 
set foot in North 
America in 1492, the 
Indigenous popula- 
tion was 1.5 million. 
By the end of the 19th 
century, the number 
of these oppressed 
was only 238,000. 

Where did they go 
in such large num- 
bers? Indigenous 
peoples in Canada 


have lost 98 per cent 
of their land. 

In Sep. 2020, Joyce 
Echaquan, a 37-year- 
old Indigenous Cana- 
dian, posted a video 
of herself dying in a 
Quebec hospital on 
Facebook. 

In the last mo- 
ments of her life, 
where she was moan- 
ing in pain, the hos- 
pital staff cursed her. 
The Quebec premier 
has softly _—_con- 
demned the incident, 
but has refused to 
call it institutional 
racism. It is repre- 
hensible for such be- 
haviour to continue. 

Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau says 
it is Canada's fault for 
finding the remains 
of those Indigenous 
children in a com- 
mon grave at an old 
residential school in 
Kamloops, British 
Columbia. Addition- 
ally, Trudeau said 
that Canada's shame 
to admit ills at 
Catholic Church ran 
in Indigenous 
schools. 

He said Canadians 
could not close their 
eyes and say it did 
not happen, and that 
“Canadians must ac- 
knowledge that the 
country has failed in 
its duty to these chil- 
dren, their families 
and their communi- 
ties.” 

This is just the tip 
of the iceberg. 

Conservative leader 
Erin O'Toole has said 
the find was reminis- 
cent of a dark chapter 


in Canadian history. 

He asked all parties 
to cooperate in im- 
plementing the six 
recommendations of 
the Truth and Recon- 
ciliation Commis- 
sion. 

NDP leader Jag- 
meet Singh and other 
New Democrats de- 
manded that the gov- 
ernment accept that 
the residential school 
policy was nothing 
less than genocide. 

Let's get the facts 
right. Ground-pene- 
trating radar re- 
quested by one tribe 
found 215 possible 
graves in an area that 
the elders’ thought 
had been used as a 


graveyard. 

They have re- 
quested that the 
provincial coroner 


organize an excava- 
tion to exhume the 
bodies and identify 
them — an act that 
could also find no 
bodies at all. 

It also included a 
question about what 
happened to the chil- 
dren. As anyone who 
knew the story of res- 
idential schools can 
tell you, the health 
care provided for the 
children was inade- 
quate. 

Many died in the 
1920 pandemic or 
every year due to tu- 
berculosis and other 
diseases. The discov- 
ery or development 
of vaccines reduced 
the death toll, and it 
is possible that most 
of the children died 
before the 1940s or 


"50S. 

What never seems 
to hit the news re- 
leases, however, is 
that the Church of 
Rome managed the 
school, as were most 
of the others. Those 
children died in the 
care of a Christian or- 
ganization. 

The Anglican 
Church of Canada 
ran some. The 
United Church of 
Canada, and possibly 
others. We have rea- 
sonable documenta- 
tion about how many 
children were put in 
each school. 

It will be interest- 
ing to see if the vari- 
ous churches had 
significantly different 
death rates for their 
charges. 

The two Protestant 
churches have apolo- 
gized and paid repa- 
rations, while the 
Canadian = govern- 
ment has requested 
Pope Francis to apol- 
ogize on behalf of the 
church, but the Pope 
has refused to do so. 
I consider this to be 
extremely shameful. 

These people who 
often preach peace in 
the name of church 
are committing 
heinous crimes 
against humanity. It 
is believed about 
150,000 Indigenous 
Indian children are 
missing since 2008. 

The real question is 
— what are we going 
to do now that we 
know about it?

403 and 410, 
which would add 
the option for sin- 
gle drivers to pay a 
toll if using a dedi- 
cated high-occu- 
pancy volume 
(HOV) lane, 

The proposal is 
part of a larger ini- 
tiative to support 
transportation ex- 
pansion in the re- 
gion, said 
transportation 
minister Caroline 


Mulroney. 
“Improving the 
capacity and per- 
formance of our 
highways will help 
us meet the trans- 
portation needs of 
the Greater Golden 
Horseshoe,” said 
Mulroney. “Ex- 
panding the HOT 
lanes pilot to High- 
ways 410 and 403 


provides people in 
Brampton, Missis- 
sauga and across 
the region with 
more travel op- 
tions that will help 
them spend less 
time in traffic and 
more time with 
their loved ones.” 

The — proposed 
changes would be 
implemented for 


the Jan. 2022 per- 
mit period and in- 
cludes one permit 
for all HOT lanes 
in the pilot.

Ontario 
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If PM keeps his promise to media, will democracy become more social? 


“The health of our 
democracy depends 
on a vibrant and 
healthy media.” 

Jamie Irving, Chair 
of News Media 
Canada (NMC) in- 
voked The Fourth Es- 
tate in an 
unprecedented open 
letter to Prime Minis- 
ter Justin Trudeau 
this week, on behalf 
of hundreds of its 
members. 

NMC monitors, an- 
alyzes and _ lobbies 
against _ legislation 
potentially harmful 
to newspapers and 
freedom of the press. 

NMC and media 
publishers have ac- 
cused Trudeau of 
breaking the govern- 
ment’s promise to 
bring in legislation 
that will require 
Google and Facebook 
to negotiate their fair 
compensation of 
media sources, and 
end their “free ride on 
the news content pro- 
duced by hardwork- 
ing journalists and 
publishers _across 
Canada”. 

In what appears to 
be an editorial com- 
ment linking broken 
promises to end 
racism, on June 9 the 


Toronto Star carried 
NMC’s Open Letter 
below front page cov- 
erage of the vigil held 
in London, Ontario to 
decry the Islamopho- 
bic vehicular homi- 
cide of the Afzaal 
family as they stood 
on a sidewalk. 

The victims were 
targeted because they 
were garbed in Mus- 
lim clothing. 

The juxtaposition of 
the two stories alerts 
the reader to a possi- 
ble trend for in- 
creased racism and 
terrorism that may 
align with the trend 
for decreased com- 
munity-based media 
outlets, whether print 


or broadcast. 
ACanadian Race 
Relations Foundation 


analysis of police-re- 
ported hate crimes 
reported from 2013 
(1,167 incidents) to 
2017 (2,073 inci- 
dents) show a dis- 
turbing upward 
trend. 

“While this repre- 
sents only a small 
portion of the total 
number of crimes re- 
ported to police, the 
impact of hate crimes 
exceeds the number 
of recorded _ inci- 
dents.” reads the or- 
ganization’s Mar. 
2020 report. 

Since 2012, main- 
stream news outlets 
and subsidiary com- 
munity newspapers 
in Ontario put up 


paywalls. 


Readers turned 


even more towards 
social media _plat- 
forms especially dur- 
ing 2013, 2014 and 
2015 election cycles. 

From 2008 — 2018, 
Research at Ryerson 
University, under the 
crowdsourced Cana- 
dian Local News 
Project, mapped the 
closure of 271 com- 
munity newspapers 
in 259 municipalities, 
from a total closure of 
367 news outlets. In 
comparison, only 55 
outlets opened dur- 
ing the same period. 

While the correla- 
tion between higher 
reported levels of 
racism and lessened 
outlets for commu- 
nity reporting seems 
not to have been re- 
searched, studies do 
note the rise of both 
racism and social jus- 
tice groups on social 
media since 2013. 

As an example, 
around 2013 both 
anti-Black racism 
and the #BlackLives- 
Matter movement 
entered the social 
media arena. Polar- 
ization escalated in 
2015 ahead of 2016 
US presidential elec- 
tions. 

“Scholars must pay 
special attention to 
the prominent paths 


of whiteness on social 
media Nakayana, 
(2015).” state re- 


searchers Oyeronke 
Afolabi & Raymond 
Holder wrote in a 
Feb. 2021 paper enti- 
tled Social Media and 


Racism in 21st Cen- 
tury America: A Case 
Study of Twitter. 

“In May of 2015 
Barack Obama 
posted his first tweet 
from his newly 
opened account on 
Twitter when the first 
racist Tweet ap- 
peared called the 
President the N-word 
(Badash)... It was 
merely minutes be- 
fore the hate filled 
Tweets attracted 
racist of all types. 
Davis, (2015)” 

Google and Face- 
book are two of the 
biggest companies in 
the world. NCM re- 
ports that the com- 
bined duopoly scoops 
up 80 per cent of on- 
line advertising rev- 
enues across Canada 
and peer nations. 

Even worse, Google 
and Facebook lever- 
age Canada’s legisla- 


tive loophole under 
The Competition Act. 
“They have — seg- 
mented the market 
between search 
(Google) and Face- 
book (social media), 
which limits the di- 
rect competition be- 
tween the two, 
reports NMC. 

As aresult, newspa- 
pers are failing in 
Canada without ad- 
vertising revenues to 
pay writers and other 
publishing costs. 

On Oct. 22, 2020, 
the crisis was detailed 
in NMC’s report enti- 
tled Levelling the 
Digital Playing Field. 
The consortium of 
publishers called on 
the government and 
all political parties in 
Parliament to follow 
Australia’s example. 

“Australia is doing

Governance will re- 
boot revenues, re- 
store jobs and fill tax 
coffers, says NCM. If 
used in Canada, the 
Australia model 
would support 700 
journalists’ jobs, or 
roughly 23 per cent 
of all print journalists 
nationally and an- 
other 6,900 jobs in 
the publishing sector. 

“Introducing legis- 
lation to break the 
Google/Facebook 
stranglehold on news 
before the summer 
recess is about politi- 
cal will - and prom- 
ised action. the fate of 
news media in 
Canada depends on 
it,” positions NCM. 

Indeed, as Irving 
says: “So too does the 
fate of our democ- 
racy.”

With concern 
due to the Delta 
variant growing in 


Peel Region, 
shortened second- 
dose bookings 


opened earlier for 
residents aged 70 
and over and 
those who. re- 
ceived an mRNA 
(Pfizer or Mod- 
erna) vaccine on 
or before April 18. 
According to 
projections from 
the Ontario Sci- 
ence Table, the 
Delta variant 
(B.1617) will re- 
place B.117 as the 
dominant strain of 
COVID-19 in Peel 
in under four 
weeks. 

In addition to 
vaccination, ad- 
hering to safe 
public health 


practices remains 
a priority for Peel 
in reducing trans- 
mission of all vari- 
ants of COVID-19, 
said regional offi- 
cials. 

The Peel com- 
munity has 
worked too hard 
to lose what we 
have regained to 
yet another vari- 
ant, and needs to 
move quickly to 
provide second 
doses to residents 
to stay ahead of 
the new Delta 
variant and pre- 
vent a fourth wave 
in Peel, which ul- 
timately helps 
prevent a fourth 
wave across On- 
tario, said the re- 
gion’s associate 
medical officer of 
heatlh. 


“Two doses of 
vaccine are our 
best defense and 
significantly in- 
crease protection 
from B.1617,” said 
Monica Hau ear- 


lier this week.

Ford thanks volunteers and orgs for establishing Hockey Hub clinic 


Late last week, 
Premier Doug Ford 
celebrated the re- 
cent opening of one 
of Ontario’s largest 
vaccination centres 
at the CAA Centre 
in Brampton. 

The Region of 
Peel partnered 
with Bruce Power 
and a coalition of 
organizations, 
unions and _ busi- 
nesses to establish 
and support the 
Hockey Hub, 
which is now open 
to the public. 

The facility is op- 
erated by Peel Pub- 
lic Health and is 
providing the re- 
gion the capacity 
for thousands of 
daily vaccines in an 
area of the 
province that was 
particularly hard 
hit by the pan- 
demic. 

Ford visited the 
facility last week 
and thanked the 
Region of Peel, 
hundreds of volun- 
teers and the part- 
ner organizations, 
businesses and 
unions for provid- 


ing logistical, fi- 
nancial and 
staffing support 
that made the 
opening of the cen- 
tre possible. 

The centre was 
established usin 
the Hockey Hu 
model, developed 
by the Grey Bruce 
Health Unit. 

This model uses a 
streamlined flow- 
through process, 
which can adminis- 
ter more vaccines 
with fewer clinical 
staff than tradi- 
tional mass vacci- 
nation clinics. The 
model was adapted 
to meet some of the 
unique needs of the 
Peel Region, and 
Public Health staff 
supported the es- 
tablishment of the 
operation. 

“IT want to thank 
our public health 
units, hospital 
partners, and 
frontline health 
care workers for 
their leadership 
throughout this 
pandemic, as well 
aS organizations 
like Bruce Power 


and their many 
partners, who have 
committed to sup- 
porting Ontarians 
through this vacci- 
nation effort,” said 
Ford. “These or- 
ganizations coming 
together with pub- 
lic health to estab- 
lish this hub is a 
demonstration of 
the true Ontario 
spirit.” 

The partner or- 
ganizations collab- 
orated to sponsor 
and support the 
Region of Peel in 
establishing the 
centre, leveraging 
their experience 
and logistical ex- 
pertise to deploy 
the centre at a time 
and location where 
it can be most ef- 
fective in fighting 
the pandemic, by 
more quickly deliv- 
ering vaccines to 
where they’re most 
needed _—_ without 
over-burdening 
their existing sys- 
tem. 

In early May, 
Bruce Power 
brought together a 
coalition of busi- 


nesses, unions and 
organizations who 
have provided fi- 
nancial, logistical 
and volunteer sup- 
port for the set-up 
and operation of 
the facility. 

Dr. Lawrence 
Loh, the region’s 
medical officer of 
health, thanked 
community _part- 
ners for providin 
logistical, financia 
and volunteer sup- 
port that made the 
opening of the cen- 
tre possible. 

“We are thankful 
to all of the part- 
ners who have 
come together to 
make the CAA Cen- 
tre clinic a reality 
and to the Province 
for continued sup- 
port to vaccinate all 
of Peel, as we push 


towards wide- 
spread two-dose 
coverage. Every 


vaccination admin- 
istered is an essen- 
tial action in 
combatting 
COVID-19,” said 
Loh. 

Mike Rencheck, 
Bruce Power’s

President and 
CEO, also thanked 
the coalition of or- 
ganizations for 
partnering on this 
initiative. 

“When we put a 
call out to support, 
the response from 
these organizations 
was tremendous,” 
Rencheck _ said. 
“Bruce Power is 
proud to stand with 
these organizations 
in our collective 
commitment to 
supporting public 
health and all lev- 
els of government 
in this historic vac- 
cination effort.”

Supporting them, 
ensuring nothing 
negative, needlessly 
to say support from 
parents is always 
welcomed by chil- 
dren, uplifting their 
focus towards the 
career. 

Parents can make 
sure harmful factors 
do not influence 
their ‘choices,’ or 
emotional factors,
